2.  The  reason  for  the  delay  In  my  reply  is  f;hat  considerable  Ex- 
ploratory work  has  been  done  with  the  Committee  and  the  staff  relative 

to  your  sxiggestlon.  However^  the  general  attitude  of  the  Committee  Is 
that  while  they  feel  that  It  Is  not  worthwhile  to  Invest  fxirther  time 
and  money  in  this  area^  plus  the  fact  that  the  Air  Force  is  conducting 
Its  own  investigation,  they  will  not  make  a release  to  this  effect  at 
this  time. 


3*  In  cases  of  this  type,  we  have  found  that  Congressional  Ccxn- 
mlttees  are  not  prone  to  commit  themselves  In  the  way  you  suggest. 
Therefore,  while  the  Committee's  attitude  now  Is  that  they  are  not  go- 
ing to  pursue  this  matter  further,  they  have  indicated  that  they  would 
not  so  commit  themselves  publicly  for  If  the  situation  should  change  at 
a later  date  they  would  not  want  to  be  shackled  by  a press  release  In- 
dicating that  they  had  no  further  Interest  In  the  matter.

1.  Investigators  for  the  McClellan  Subcoooilttee  (the  Senate 
Committee  on  Investigating  Govezrunemt  Operations)  recently  .lOliS 
Inforoal  discussions  (3I  Jftnuar^  195^)  vlth  us  concerning  txu3 
advisability  of  conducting  public  hearings  on  tlie  Air  Force's 
position  regarding  unidentified  flying  objects*  Thu  tnlng  they 
were  concerned  vlth  most  was  tJie  charge  that  the  Air  Force  was 
vlthtiolding  Infonnatlon  on  this  subject.  I am  sure  ve  convinced 
them  tiiat  this  vas  not  the  case,  os  they  have  since  indicated 
there  is  no  need  for  liearlngs  on  this  subject* 

2*  In  viev  of  these  findings,  based  igKm  their  prellnioaz^ 
Informal  investigation,  this  office  vould  like  to  see  the  McClellan 
Subcommittee  issue  a statement  certifying  that  a prellmlnar:,  investi- 
gation by  Um  Coaaittee  proved  that  the  Air  Force  is  properly  con- 
ducting its  investigation  of  unidctitlfied  fl^'lng  objects  and  is 
not  withholding  information  on  this  subject  from  the  public*  If 
possible,  the  statement  should  incline  that  the  Air  Force  has  a 
definite  public  infonaation  plan  in  effect  concerning  unidentified 
filing  objects. 

3*  Request  SAFLL  review  toe  possibility  and/or  feasibility 
of  obtaining  such  a statement  from  the  McClellan  Subcacmittee.

1.  Major  Donald  Keyhoe  of  the  National  Investl(^tion  Conmlttee

3*  Ihe  ccnmlttee's  Investigators  slng>ly  asked  If  the  Air  Force 
desired  such  nearlngs.  Mr.  Weltzen  stated  that  be  did  not  see  the 
need  for  It  but  would  cooperate  In  every  way  possible  If  the  conmlttee 
tho\ight  tije  hearings  necessary . Mr.  Jack  :Iealey  stated  they  wanted  a 
definite  Air  Force  position.  Mr.  Weltsen  said  be  would  have  to  wait 
rmtil  Mr.  Homer  returned  but  thought  Mr.  Homer  would  agree  with  his 
statement  that  we  would  cooperate  In  every  way.  Ihe  two  Investigators 
were  Invited  to  visit  ATIC  at  Wright- Patterson  Air  Force  Base  for 
background  Information.  Diey  said  the^  would  do  so  if  hearings 
developed.

5*  Major  Tscker  pointed  out  during  the  discxissiona  that  OZS 
vae  providing  tbe  publicity  at  the  present  time  on  this  subject  at 
the  request  of  AFCIit.  Ht*  uLated  wu  would  continue  to  do  so  and 
would  cooperate  In  e/ery  way  witti  the  staff  agencies  concerned  or 
with  the  congressional  coeasittee  If  aearlngs  are  held.
